Continuation of 2. NOTE: The addition of the term substantially does not overcome the lack of support for the term perpendiclar. 
Applicant directs the examiner to page 12 lines 22-29 of the specification. The examiner does not see any support for the claim that the 
fin or lap seal extends substantially perpendicular to the zipper. The final rejection is maintained. The secondary reference Uramoto 
teaches side seams 12a which satisfy the limitation fin or lap seal and these seals or seams extend perpendicualr to the zipper since they 
extend down the long sides of the bag. The zipper extends transverse to this direction across the bag width. The proposed drawing 
correction is not approved since it does nothing to correct the lack of showing that the fin or lap seal is perpendicualr to the zipper.. 
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
